powers,” Browder declared. 


GROWING SOVIET POWER 


The importance of Soviet econ- 
nomic advances for the United 
States was pointed out by Browder, 


who said, “It cannot be denied that 


the Soviet Union is a great and 
_ growing power in the world, upon 
the basis of the Soviet economy, 
that it is a power most friendly 
to the United States with no in- 
_terests or policies which could 
change this to the opposite.” 
Citing principally League of Na- 


tions and other bourgeois statistical 
sourcés, Browder introduced figures 
on production in the capitalist 
countries to back his point that 
“capitalism has not been able to 
lead the world back to recovery; it 


still leaves the world economy in 
Stagnation.“ 

He exploded the fascist claim that 
there countries had escaped the grip 

of the economic crisis by maintain- 

ing an increase of production. 

“The preponderant part of this 

- increase,” Browder declared, “is ac- 

counted for by armaments and for- 
tifications, and therefore covers up 
the real condition of the general 
economy, which is undoubtedly not 
above, and is probabiy below, the 
general level of the capitalist 
world.” 

After the World War, civil war 
and invasions had “almost com- 

, Pletely destroyed” the industry of 

the Soviet Union, the new Soviet 

Power built up the new economic 
system without “any effective help 
from Abroad beyond a small mini- 

mum of imports and technical 8 
Sigtance which it could pay for cash 

- off delivery” until, in 1928, the 1913 

level of production had been 
reached. 

“But with 1928-29, a sharp diverg - 
ence begins between the course of 
economy in the capitalist world 

and that of the Soviet Union,“ 
Browder continued. 
“While the capitalist economy 
went into decline, which by 1933 had 
dropped 40 per cent of its produc- 
tion, the Soviet economy began to 
rise at a rate unparalleled in his- 
tory; while by 1938 the capitalist 
world had barely climbed back to its 
1929 level and had slipped behind 
it again, the Soviet economy in the 
same period had increased its in- 
dustrial production by more than 
1.000 per cent.”

CZECH’S GOLD 
GOES TO BERLIN 

PRAGUE, March 16 (UP).—Hitler 
late today reaped one of the richest 
prizes of his “protectorate” over the 
Czechs when uniformed Nazi storm- 
troopers carted 16 truckloads of gold 
estimated at $80,923,275 away from 
the Czechoslovak national bank. 


Earlier Hitler had proclaimed that 
both the German mark and the 
Czech crown would be legal means 
of payment in the annexed prov- 
inces. The ratio to be determined 
by the German government. 


The financial gain from Hitler’s 
swift destruction of the Czechoslo- 
vak republic actually amounts to 
$119,962,500—the assets of the bank 
of Czechoslovakia—according to the 
estimates of Nazi leaders. 

In addition to the gold and for- 
eign currency, Hitler obtained 
Czechoslovakia's arrhaments, manu- 
facturing, steel, mineral and ore 
production. 

It was estimated that Germany 
had acquired within the space of 48 
hours an additional annual produc- 
tive capacity of 1,475,000 tons of pig 
iron, 1,570,000 tons of steel and 
1,345,000 tons of rolled steel. 

Not only did Hitler obtain the 
highly-modern armaments of the 
Czechoslovak army—one of the best 
in Europe—but several hundred air- 
planes manufactured in French 
plants and assembled in Czechoslo- 
+ vakia. 

The Skoda arms plants from now 
on will serve the German army, as 
will other arms plants at Bruenn 
(Brno).

Let them preserve our democracy from the attacks of the corpo- 
ration millionaires who would like to turn us all into soulless but 
profitable robots that can be tossed on the scrapheap to die when old, 
or disabled, or when there are not enough profits to feed all the rich. 

Yes, we need a rebirth of real individualism in America and Dr. 


Catton is right; the beard-growing rage is really a sort of rebellion of 


the submerged American mass-man. But I don’t think that for rebel- 
lion it is enough merely to raise a beard, do you, Doctor? One should 
also raise a few brains and a little hell.
